IHE  Situation   ill  Rio  Grande   iIk   njst 
week  lias  changed  mucli  in  favcr  of  tlic  fed 
eralists,  tiie  state  (orces  under  'a  voun-r  oin 
cer  named  Santos  FiH.o  suffering  a  disss 
trous  defeat  at  Alepete  on  llie  26tli  at  'the 
hands  of  the  united  forces  of  Cols.  Laurent 
ino  Pina  and  PrestesGuimaiAes.     'Jlie  state 
■■    forces  numbered  abo«ti50G  men,  wliileihe 
.,  lederal.sts  are  said  to  have  been  superior  to 
that,  alllioiigli  no  number  has  been  report- 
ed.    Tiie  losses  of  tlie  former  are  said  to 
have  been  over  500.     On  llie  »i)tli   also  a 
small  force  of  state  troops  wa.s  defeated  at 
S.  Sebastilo,    and  to-d.ay  telegrams  arc  re- 
ceived announcing  the  capture  of  Quarahv 
a  frontier  town  west  0/  Livramenso.     Sliouid 
this  capture  prove  true,  its  importance  cafl 
not  be  overestimated,  for  it  will  give  the  fed- 
eralists a  vantage  point  on  the  frontier  and 
a  good  centre  for  operations  i.-ainst  Uru 
gtiajana  and  the  forces  under  Gen.  Hyppo- 
lito.     A  lack  of  artillery  and  organization 
may  prevent  their  holding  tiie  toivn   liov- 
ever.  against  the  large  and   ivell-organized 
force  under  that  officer,  who  is  said  to  have 
5,000  men  under  his  command.     It  is  also 
reported  that  the  forces  under  Gen.  Tavares 
have  reappeared  in  tile  vicinity   of  Livra- 
mento,  which  town  is  evidently  much  cov- 
eted  by  that  officer.     Its  advantage  is  well 
understood  by  both  parties,  as  in  the  lisiids 
of  the  federalists   it  would  soon  become  the 
principal  base  ofsiipplies  for  sii  army  ojier- 
ating  against  the  government.    On  the  odier 
side,  little  appears  to  have  been  accoraplish- 
ed  during  the  past  week.     General    Hyp- 
polito  is  said  to  be  marching  on  Alegrete 
for  the  purpose  of  dislodging   the   lecjeral- 
ists.     General   Telles,    having    placed    his 
forces  so  as  to  protect  the  railway  bet,>reen 
Eage  and    Pelotas,    paid    a  flying   visit  to 
Porto  Alegre  to  cojlfer  with  General  Pego 
the  district  commander,    and    then   hasrHy 
returned  to  Bage.     It  is  believed  that  he 
will  at  once  resume  active  operations  against 
the   forces  under  Tavares  and  Saraiva,   but 
whether  he  will  again  try  a  "paper  chase" 
over  the  road  to  Livramento  remains  to  be 
seen.     In  all  probabilitv,  lioivever,  the  fed- 
eralists will  soon   be  driven  to  accept  battle 
as  the  concentration  of  forces  by  the  gov- 
ernment will   impede   their  movements  in 
small  detachments,  as  at  present.

Jlyjipolito  is  in  a 
position  lo  prevent  reinforcements  Irom  reaching 
them,  but  the  reporter  was  e^'idently  not  up  in  his 
geography. 

—A  man  named  Francisco  Lamberli  Gustavo 
has  recently  been  arrested  in  Siio  Paulo  for  having 
forged  the  signature  of  the  Belgian  vice-consul  in 
that  city.  The  signature  was  attached  to  a  letter 
written  in  bad  French  retjuesting  Dr.  Carlos 
Garcia  to  furnish  the  money  requisite  lo  pay  the 
passage  to  liurope  of  the  criminal,  his  wife  and 
children. 

— On  Sunday  at  a  meeting  held  in  Nicthetoy 
resolutions  were  passed  for  deposing  the  municipal 
chamber  of  that  city.  In  these  resolutions  the 
chamber  is  accused  of  incorrect  and  undemocratic 
behavior,  of  squandering  municipal  moneys,  of 
unnecessarily  increasing  the  number  of  municipal 
oliicers,  of  neglecting  the  interests  of  the  nuuiici- 
p.ility.  of  depriving  cilii'.en-s  of  the  right  of  suflVage 
and  of  many  other  misdemeanors  therein  specified. 
It  is  consequently  asked  to  resign  and  to  deliver 
the  municiiial  g(jvernment  to  a  eommhtce  elected 
at  ihe  meeting. 

—A  Montevideo  telegram  of  this  morning  says 
that  a  report  has  been  received  of  another  federal- 
ist victory  in  Kio  Grande,  but  it  lacks  confirmation. 
The  later  advices  of  the  battle  at  Alegrete  state 
that  the  Caslilhistas  fought  under  unfavorable 
conditions  from  midday  until  5  o'clock  on  the  26th, 
thai  their  commander  2nd-I^ieut,  Santos  h'ilho 
was  wounded  and  made  [irisoner,  that  the  federal- 
ist leader  Pina  being  wounded  the  command  of 
their  united  forces  had  been  assumed  by  Prcsles 
Guimaraes.  It  was  said  that  the  federalists  are 
marching  upon  S.  Gabriel. 

— Telegrams  from  Rivera  on  the  3rd  state  that 
Cleneral  Tavares  was  at  Poncho  Verde  rm  the  3i)th 
ult.  On  the  29th  tlie  federalist  Lir;n,-Col.  Tor- 
qnato  Severo  routed  a  Castithisla  force  of  300  men 
at  S,  Sebasliao,  killing  one  of  its  chiefs  and  20 
men.  The  defeated  detachment  belonged  to  the 
fi>ree  under  the  commanii  of  the  jiartizan  Castil- 
hista  chief  Colonel  Portugal.  ]'"urtlier  advices 
from  Alegrete  state  that  the  federalist  losses  were 
20  killed  and  30  wounded,  among  the  latter  !)eing 
Colonel  Pina,  The  Caslilhistas  losi  2ookilled,  many 
wounded,  134  Comblain  carbines,  f  2,000  cartridges, 
500  lances  and  many  prisoners. 

—The  following  imjiortant  message  was  re- 
ceived from  Momcvideo  on  March  3isi:  "The 
defeat  of  the  Caslilhistas  under  Santos  Filho  is 
confirmed.  lie  was  wounded.  The  Caslilhistas 
lost  upwards  of  Joo.  The  greater  part  of  the  deaths 
resulted  from  the  rout,  the  fugilives  being  drowned 
in  the  river.  Wounded  and  fugitives  arc  arriving 
at  Caceqny.  The  victorious  forces  were  commanded 
by  Laurentino  Pina.  The  columns  commanded 
by  tlcneral  Silva  Tavares  and  Col,  Gumersindo 
Saraivu  left  Tatpiarambosinho  to-day  for  Ca^apava 
by  way  of  Lavras.  Counsellor  Maciel  is  at  S. 
Luiz  with  an  armed  force.  400  federalists  are 
stationed  near  Livramento,  awaiting  reinforce- 
ments. But  it  will  be  difficult  for  the  Tavares  or 
Gumersindo  federalists  to  reach  Maciel,  because 
General  llyppolito  is  ready  to  cut  them  off.  The 
federalists  stale  that  Gen.  llyppolito  is  the  only 
general  they  respect.  The  troops  at  Uniao,  under 
Gen.  Silva  Telles  have  left  Bagd  to  take  up  a 
position  and  defend  ihe  railroad  between  that  city 
and  I'elotas.  He  awaits  new;;  of  the  movement  of 
the"  garrison  at  Uruguayana.  At  Rivera  and 
Livramento  the  federalists  and  tli*  Caslilhistas  are 
ejfjhanging  insulting  bulletins."        t. 


— The  situation  in  Pernamhuco  is  again  becom- 
ing critical.  The  state  legislature  has  declared 
illegal  the  munictim!  councils  created  by  the 
governor  and  orders  the  restoration  of  the  dis- 
possessed councils,  hut  the  governor  declines  lo 
accede.  The  legislature  has  now  passeil  an  net 
providing  proeeilure  for  the  impfaehmont  of  the 
governor,  but  the  said  official  has  promntly  vetoed 
it.  The  iirospect  now  is  that  the  act  will  be  passed 
over  his  veto,  and  then  the  struggle  begin-i.  The 
governor  has  armed  a  large  police  force,  using  tlie 
public  funds  for  that  purpose,  and  he  has  the  mun- 
icipal councils  on  his  side.

—.'V  S.'io  I'aulo  telegram  dated  the  291I1  ull, 
repoits  ihal  another  section  of  the  steam  Irani  line 
in  that  city  has  been  opened.  ^ 

— A  slatiiiii  is  to  be  erected  belween  S.  Jose  and 
Cagnpava,  S,  Paulo,  on  the  S.  Panlo  bmiieli  cif  the 
Ceiilial  railway,  which  will  he  called  Eugenio  de 
Melln. 

—Gen.  Mello  Rego  has  been  appointed  to  exam- 
ine into  and  report  upon  the  position  of  the  gov- 
ermnenl  railways,  in  order  that  a  project  may  be 
submitted  lo  Congress  tending  [o  their   aliemlion. 

—A  collision  occurred  on  the  Carnngol.i  line,  on 
ihe  29th  nil.,  belween  a  passenger  irniii  and  a 
freiiiht  train.  l)Otli  being  much  damagerf.  A 
l>r;ikemaii  had  his  legs  crushed,  which  caused  his 
dealh. 

— From  April  1st  Article  70  ol  Ihe  regnlalions  of 
the  Cenlrnl  railway  will  lake  effect.  Under  ihis 
article  t'momiiwnMi  parcels  will  he  admitted 
weighing  up  lo  too  kilos,  and  measuring  one 
cubic  metre. 

—The  Southern  Brazilian  and  Rio  Giande 
Railway  company  h.ns  received  permission  to 
appropriate  Pratja  Silveira  Marlins  in  Ihe,  city  of 
Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  for  use  as  the  marilime  termi- 
nus of  that  line. 

—An  accident  occurred  on  the  Mogyana  Hue, 
between  Conquisia  and  Jaguara,  on  the  29th  nil., 
the  train  jumping  the  track  and  several  waggons 
being  overturned.  A  hrakenian  and  as-distant  were 
badly  injured,  and  [3  cattle  were  killed  which  were 
being  Irnnsporled  to  Jaguara. 

— The  cnmplaiiu  of  the  citizens  o(  TaubaltS  that 
Ihe  Central  railway  director  had  forbidden  the  re- 
expnrlatioii  of  anything  fiom  that  slalion,  lias  at 
last  lieen  arranged,  the  order  being  withdrawn, 
Under  lliis  absurd  regulation  it  was  impossible  to 
reship  merchandise  of  any  character,  and  it  was  im- 
possible for  a  family  loeven  move  its  furnUure  from 
ihe  place  by  railway,  No  wonder  the  state  lines  are 
going  to  ruin,  when  such  regulations  are  possible  I 

—  Among  the  p.issentjer  arrivals  by  the  Royal 
Mail  steainer^  Mngdahna,  we  note  that  of  Mr. 
Daniel  M.  Fox.  ioi'merly  superintendent  of  the 
Knglish  line  in  Sao  P.iulo.  We  understand  that 
Mr.  Fox  comes  out  as  the  Sao  Paulo  company's 
representative  lo  see  whether  an  ai-raiigemenl  can 
not  be  made  with  the  government  for  (lie  enlarge- 
ment of  Ihal  line.  The  minister  ought  now  to  be 
satisfied  that  ihere  is  no  oilier  pr.aclical  solution  of 
llie  problem  as  liuw  lo  relievo  the  port  of  Santos. 

— The  holiday  visitors  lo  Nova  Friburgo  who 
came  down  on  Sunday  last,  h.td  an  experience 
which  will  not  prejudice  them  in  favor  of  the 
Leopoldina  company.  They  first  began  by  wait- 
ing two  hours  for  the  train,  which  had  been 
dcliiyed  just  before  reaching  Nova  Friburgo. 
Then  they  had  another  delay  at  Cachoeira  because 
the  station  agent  there  had  not  been  advised  of  a  1 
unusual  number  of  passengers.  Near  Porto  das 
Caixas  steam  gave  out  and  bang  !  went  another 
half  hour.  Then  at  the  Prainha  there  was  another 
half  hour's  delay,  with  bad  language,  because  of 
rough  water  on  the  bay. 

—The  minister  ol  industry  has  recenlly  ad- 
dressed a  circular  to  the  dlreclors  and  managers  of 
the  works  in  connection  wilh  railroad  exleusion 
which  conlains  the  following:—"  [n  order  lo  com- 
ply with  the  request  of  the  parliamentary  commis- 
sion on  trallic  I  have  to  hei;;  yuu  jiromptly  to 
supply  this  ministry  wilh  the  following  informa- 
tiun,  as  also  with  all  in  your  possession  connected 
therewilh:  I.  Exact  particalars  as  to  the  region 
traversed  by  your  road,  wilh  a  clear  descriplion  of 
the  termini,  and  the  route  it  is  bound  to  follow; 
2.  A  clear  delinition  of  llie  zone  traversed  by  llie 
railroad,  and  tlie  localities  and  towns  which  the 
railroad  should  lienellt,  with  explanatioii.s  and 
descriptions  of  the  elements  of  production  in  each 
of  those  seciions,  iheir  po|)ulation,  their  present 
wealth,  and  their  possible  <ievelopment ;  3.  In- 
formation res])eeling  the  navigation,  importance, 
olume  of  water,  floods,  divisions,  and  the  con- 
fluents of  the  rivers  which  are  connected  with    the 

Iroad  line  or  crossed  by  it;  4.  Information  res- 
pecting the  trafflc  now  conducted  in  the  region  or 
gioiis  adjacent  to  the  railroad;  5.  An  approxi- 
mate estimate  of  the  work  lo  be  effected  on  that 
liiie  of  railroad,  together  with  particulars  res- 
pectinif  the  rolling  stock  which  will  be  required; 
6.   An  estimate  of  llie  prob.ibie  clear  receipts. 


THE  G l< HAT  NORTH ERt^'S  CASE, 

A  depulniion  of  bankers,  merclmnts  and  others 
inieiesled  in  ihe  Great  Northern  Railway  RriiEii, 
called  at  the  Foreign  Office,  London,  ou  February 
l6tli,  .IS  previously  announced  by  calile,  lo  urge  the 
intervention  of  Her  Majesty'.s  government  to  for- 
ward the  claims  of  that  company  for  compensaliou 
trom  Brazil.  The  case  jiresented  will  be  seen  from 
llie    following   report    published   in  the  Financial 

The  deputation  wm  inirod^eil  by  Mr,  R,  B, 
Muriin,''M,  P.,  who  sifld  :  Sir,  1  have  the  honour, 
lid-,  afieinoim,  lo  preient  to  you  a  pelition  from 
meieliants,  bankers,  and  others  inleresred  in  the 
shaies  nf  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Brazil, 
Limited,  ami  to  beg  of  you  to  permit  that  company 
to  lay  jjeloie  yon  particulars  of  a  claim  lor  coni- 
iiensation,  so  that  if,  after  an  examinalion  into  the 
justice  of  the  claim,  you  ihlnk  fit  to  do  so,  you  will 
jie  abltf  lo  give  such  inslruclions  I0  Her  Majesty's 
reprcseiHalive  at  Rio  de  Janeiro  as  wdl  ensureflie 
nrotection  of  British  interests.  In  asking  .Mr. 
Wanklyn  to  lay  before  you  the  particulars  tif  the 
case,  I  wish  lo  slate  we  have  not  iiresnnied  to 
ask  the  intervenlion  of  the  Foreign  Office'uniil  we 
have  exhausted  all  expedienis  within  the  consiiiu- 
th.n  of  brazil. 

Mr.  I.  I,.  Wanklyn  then  said:  Sir,  1  am  deput- 
ed by  liie  Great  Norlliern  Railway  lira^il,  Limiled, 
and  it   is  my  privilege  ibis  alieniiion,  to  [U'esent  to 
you   a  short  statement  in  writing  i>f  the  grounds  on 
which    the   company  claim  cmnpensation  from  the 
government  ol   the  Uniled  Stales  of  Bra/.il.     With 
your  permission  I  will    present  lo  you  at  the  same 
lime,  lor   ynur   convenience,    printed  copies  of  the 
ducumeius   subsinntiatiny    ilys  claim,  wilh  a  map 
aitached.      In  Maich,  iSSl,  under  the   empire,  the 
province  ol  Pernamhuco  adverlis'.-fl  (or  lenders  for 
the  eonstruclioii  of  certain  railwa)  ,,        '   finally  the 
tenders  ol   two    lirilisli    sulijecis    v.-v ,     accepted. 
Others   who   had  sent  in  tenders  peiilioned  against 
the   acceptance   of   the  above  lenders,  first  to  the 
provincial  government,  and  second,  lo  the  imperial 
government  ;  liut  the  imperial   government   again 
and   again   ileclared  that  it  had  not  tlie  power,  and 
must   decline   Ui   interfere  in    the    aff.drs    of    the 
piovince;    and   thereiipou    the    president   of    ihe 
province    signed    contracts,    ihe    contracts    being 
stamped  "  ail  valorem,"  leg.ilised  in  due  form,  and 
subsequently   ratified   by  the  imperial  governmeut 
ilsell.      Upon    the    strength  of  these  conlracts,  the 
Gieat   Noitheiii    liailway   Brazil,  Limiled,   in  the 
years  1^83-84  made  large  ex[iendiii!res  and  incurred 
heavy  liabilities  in  the  purchase  of  the  concessions, 
Ihe   surveys   of   the  lines,   the   organisalion  of  the 
company,   in  engineering  stiiff  and  office  expenses, 
bo'h  in  Pernainliuco  and  Lonckm,  in  legal  expendi- 
ture   in   Pernamluico,    Rio,  and    Loiidcm,    and   111 
paying   liie   slamp   duties   in  England  and  Biazil ; 
and  It  will  scarcely  lie  believed  llial,  although  these 
conlracts  were  being  carried  out  with  the  knowledge 
ami   approval   of    the   imperial    government,    and 
notwithstanding  their   repeated    deciaraiions    that 
ihey    could    not    mierfere    in    the    aff.iirs    o(   the 
province,  and  in  opposition  to  the  advice  of  the  head 
uflicinls  of  ihe  ministry  of  public  works,  and  against 
the  opinion  of  the  council  of  state  -it  will  scarcely 
he   believed,  I   .say,  thai,  in  the  face  of  these  lacts, 
the  imperial  government  was  at  last  prevailed  upuii 
|jy  one  of  ihe  original  competitors  lo  interlere,  and 
an    interim    minister   (who   held  the  portfolio  for 
about  a  (ortnighi)  diii  (\o  so,  granting  under  the 
plea  of  slate  iiilerehls,  a  national  Cinicessii.ii,  which 
invaded  llie  Kone  of  the  provincial  concessions,  and 
completely   nullified  their  value.     Under   the  con- 
xtilution   of  Brazil,    sir,  the   iuiiierial   government 
could   not  for  purposes  of  stale,  without  process  of 
expropriation,  override  llie  rights  of  properly  ;  but 
in  this  case — one  without  precedent  in  the  country 
— lliey  did,  williout  notice  or  jirocess  of  law,  alui^e 
Iheir    power,    and   by   acts   of   the  most  arbitrary 
chaiacier  take  away  the  rights  ol  properlv  legitini- 
alely   acquired  111    public  connietilion.     The  Great 
Noitheiu  company  pioicslcd,  lu  the  most  complete 
way,   against   liiis    abuse    of    power;    tliey  liave 
coalinued   their  protests  and  are  prolesling  up  to 
to-day.    The  company  have  employed  couliiuiously 
two  lawyers  of  great  eminence  in  Brazil,  one  since 
dead,  paying   them   speeinl  fees,  and  have  retained 
an   agent  in  Pernamhuco,    Mr,   William  Hughes, 
lor  many   years    Briiish   vice-consul    there.     Tiie 
government  of  Uracil   lor   the  past  few  years  has 
been   in   an   unsettled   state;  changes  of  ministry 
have   been   frequent,  and  no  general   line  of  policy 
has  been  adopted,  one  minister  frequeiUly  undoing 
the   acts  of   liis   predecessor,   lo  the   prejuilice   of 
private  interests.     It  has  been  found  impossible  to 
ny   minister   to   give    his   alleiilion    to    this 
Dusmes.^,   as   no   one   has  cared   ;to    assume    the 
respoiisiliility  of  settling  this  claim,  and  not  only  a.s 
regards   this  claim,  but  in  oilier  mailers,  it  will  be 
found    that   the   government    lias   sheltered    itself 
under  a   policy   of  procrastination.     Understand, 
sir,    I  do   not   suggest   for  one    moment  that  the 
Brai^itiaii     government    coiiieiu plate    eveiiluai   re- 
pudiation   of    their    obligations.      I    believe    the 
citizens   of  llie  United  States  of  Brazil  lo  be  truly 
jealous  of  the  honoar  of  their  country.     In  conclu- 
sion, sir,  ten  years  in  the  life  of   a  iiaiion  may  nut 
be  a  long  period,  and   so  our  claim  iias   failed  to 
gain  aitention  ;   InU   ten  years   in  the  life  of  an  in- 
dividual IS  a   long  period,  anil   within   that   term 
iivetrievable  injury  may  be  done  lo  the  interests  of 
private  persons   who,   in  incurring  heavy  expend- 
itures, placed  implicit  reliance  in   the  decrees  and 
good  faith  of  the  government.     One  of  our  advo- 
cates at  Rio — a  man  of  the  highest  eminence — i.< 
dead.     Time   passes   on,   and  to-day,  sir,  after  the 
efihix  of  ten  years,  having   exhausted   every  c.\pc- 
tlienl,  we  beg  your  interlereace   on  our  behalf  to 
secure  a  settlement  of  our  claim  without  further 
delay , 

Sir  Edward  Grey,  in  reply,  promised  the  depa- 
[ajion  that  the  matter  siioul(l  be  laid  before  the 
Englisli  Minister  at  Kio  de  Janeiro,  who  would  be 
asked  to  investigate  it, 


The  captain  and  crew  of  the  Russian  bark 
A'l/i/t'j/iij  were  landed  here  on  the  ist.
